PROPOSAL 


Field Office Space-Location Study 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
City of Lansing, Michigan 


This report considers the need for ex- 
panded field office facilities and outlines 
the problem, the resources, and suggests 
a proposal for action. 
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THE NEEDS: SPACE AND LOCATION 


The first critical factor is for added office, 
garage and yard space. While the admini- 
strative headquarters of the Department of 
Parks and Recreation is and will be lo- 
eated in City Hall, there must also be 
smaller field offices to serve the various 
divisions. The major field office, garage 
and shop complex is located at 717 E. 
Shiawassee at Oak Park, There are other 
offices at Potter Park, Groesbeck Golf 
Course and Mt. Hope Cemetery. The de- 
partment has grown and changed over the 
years in response to the growth and change 
of the expanding city and the Oak Park 
Field Office has been remodeled and ex- 
panded many times since construction in 
1949. Both office spaces and garage spaces 
are crowded. Use of this location has 
reached its limit and future expansion on 
the site would be difficult and costly. 


A second critical factor is that of loca- 
tion. Much of the city expansion has been 
to the south and west and more and more 
of the work day is taken up with travel 
time. Experience seems to indicate that 
one or more new field office locations in 
the south or central part of the City are 
needed. 


In addition to considering the expansion 
and relocation to meet today’s need we 
must realize that such a planned capital 
expenditure must be aimed to meet the 
needs of the future. Current long range 
planning by other agencies is aimed at 
least 20 years ahead toward our City in 
the 1990’s, The City Planning Department 
forecasts a park system of 3,100 acres to 
serve a city of 202,600 people. 


Our need for an expanded field office, 
then, implies an estimate of the need for 
park and recreation facilities by the people 
in 1990, an estimate of the men and equip- 
ment needed to develop these facilities, an 
estimate of the office, garage and yard 
space and a decision as to the best location 
for these service facilities. Preparation of 
such estimates, and making changes to 
meet them, might seem complicated and 
demanding of such skill and time that we 
eould not possibly accomplish it, 


Fortunately we do not have to “swallow 
the whole elephant.’”” There are techniques 
and resources of management and long- 
range planning that will make it possible 
to subdivide the problem, develop a series 
of solutions, make the necessary changes, 
and so meet the need. 


THE PROBLEM 


Our problem is two-fold. First we need 
a concept of long range planning that 
reaches beyond our usual departmental 
planning. We have had considerable suc- 
cessful experience with planning of short 
range projects for the annual operations 
budget and the Six Year Capital Improve- 
ok Budget, Now we must extend our 
reach, 
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Since our day-to-day decisions shape the 
future we need to form a clear image of 
what we want the future to be. We can 
strengthen this image by working with 
specific details. In this way we move from 
the general to the concrete. Instead of a 
vague “we will need more equipment,” we 
consider—“‘for every thousand increase in 
population we should provide 15 acres of 
park, this means so many trucks, mowers, 
manhours, to maintain at level A, B, or 
C, ete.” These total of men and equip- 
ment will then require so much office space, 
yard space and garages. 


The second part of our problem is that 
we are so pressed for time by our current 
demands that preparing for major change 
seems almost impossible. When the fore- 
men and supervisors are working nine or 
ten hours a day where do you find the 
time and energy for planning? 


Under this sort of pressure many of the 
old methods of making changes are in- 
adequate. Making complete preparation 
for major change often takes too long and 
uses so much energy that there is none 
left to make the changes when the plans 
are finished. Staff specialists and consul- 
tants can be useful in creating tools and 
designing programs that may lead to 
ehange, but reports and recommendations 
cannot actually produce change. Change 
does not occur until decisions are made. 
When decision-makers up and down the 
line are involved in planning they are bet- 
ter able to support the plans and carry 
out the necessary changes, 


We must expand our capacity to carry 
out change while performing today’s job. 
One of the best ways to develop a man- 
ager’s capacity to handle change is to give 
him successful experience in managing 
small changes. 


There is a new management technique 
ealled a “breakthrough project’ that in 
effect, “cuts up the elephant.” It is de- 
signed to: 


(1) Accomplish an immediate goal. 


(2) Develop management tools, methods, 
confidence and knowhow to carry 
out further change. 


In each project a small group of man- 
agers gains experience in developing new 
attitudes and increasing capacity to manage 
change. It involves written assignments, 
written work plans, and specific review 
processes. The increased ability in these 
areas gained from such projects would 
make our superintendents, supervisors, and 
foremen more capable in terms of our en- 
tire operation. 


Field-office location study is potentially 
just such a project. It is needed and would 
also serve as an excellent means for train- 
ing and evaluating departmental managers. 


RESOURCES 


1. We have the years of experience and 
varied skills of our departmental man- 
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agers and the considerable records of 
department operations. 


We have the City Planning Department, 
and Tri County Planning Commission 
as well as various state and federal 
agencies to help us in determining our 
projected needs. Population studies are 
available, land use maps and _ traffic 
studies are available for use in prepar- 
ing and evaluating our plans. 


The Tri-County Open Space Committee 
is not only preparing an evaluation of 
open space resources, but is preparing 
a recommendation on administrative 
patterns that will have a decided effect 
on our operation by 1990. 


Tri-County traffic study has computor- 
ized data on time requirements to move 
traffic from place to place around the 
Lansing area. 


The Community Renewal Program 
(CRP) has prepared several economic 
studies on future land requirements in- 
cluding recreation and schools. These 
studies project population needs on the 
basis of current standards for various 
land uses, (playground, playfield, etc.). 
The anticipated population increases in 
the City of Lansing forecast 202,000 
people needing a local park system of 
3,100 acres. 


We recently participated in a State 
survey covering cities on the basis of 
census tracts; this should help to in- 
dicate our surpluses and shortages much 
more precisely. The Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation is developing new research 
techniques that promise greater preci- 
sion in predicting need. 


PROPOSAL 


That we approach this field office space- 
location study as a “breakthrough proj- 
ect.” 


That we begin to develop it with our 
own personnel as a series of projects 
on need at the division level. 


That we assemble these, with support- 
ing data from other agencies, into a 
master plan. This plan should propose 
several alternatives involving: 


a. Space 


1. Total area needed to operate with 
present methods of space utiliza- 
tion. 


2. Consideration of more effective 
use of space—office space, yard 
space, etc. 


b. Location : 


1. Consideration of travel-time is 
the key to selecting the effective 
location of one or more facilities 
rather than geographical] location 
alone. 
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2. Consideration will be given to 
both City owned property and 
property to be acquired at a 
future time. 


4. These alternatives to be analyzed and 
formed into a phased program of ac- 
quisition, development and _organiza- 
tional change. A time schedule to be 
developed to coordinate with other city 
department activities, 


5. This program to be added to the six- 
year Capital Improvements Program by 
October of 1969.

At that time he was using Harris Street 
(54 by 150 feet) and all of Lot 65 of Bang- 
harts Subd. (50 by 150 feet) which lot is 
a part of Gier Park, for parking without 
authority from the Park Board, It is not 
a matter of record with whom Mr. Coomes

consulted in the Public Works Dept. for 
Harris Street to be closed at Larch Street 
by curb and gutter which makes the en- 
trance to his parking lot across park prop- 
erty on the north side of Harris Street. No 
action was taken by the Park Board on the 
matter at that time. 


Again in May, 1967, Mr. Coomes com- 
municated with the City Council regarding 
the matter, which was referred to the 
Building and Properties Committee of the 
City Council. The writer as Chairman of 
the Park Board at that time addressed a 
letter dated May 20, 1967 to the Park Com- 
mittee of the City Council, attention of Mr. 
Roger May its chairman, setting forth the 
conditions and encroachments existing at 
that time and still exist at this time. 


Other conversations were had between 
Mr. Coomes and Mayor Bowerman about 
the time he took office in 1961 regarding 
this matter. The writer had knowledge 
of this by conversation with Mayor Bower- 
man. At that time a motel was considered 
on park property immediately north of the 
Coomes Resturant, No further action re- 
sulted from this proposal. 


Mr. Coomes letter of Oct. 17, 1969 to 
Mr. Hayden states that his plans for ex- 
pansion include both enlargement of the 
building and certain interior lease-hold im- 
provements, This can add up to only one 
thing which means more and more cus- 
tomers and more and more parking space 
and more and more demand for more and 
more park land. 


The property known as Gier Park was 
given to the City of Lansing in 1949 by 
Elizabeth Gier Coleman as a memorial to 
her father, Burton S, Gier. Quote from 
the Resolution of the Park Board accept- 
ing and designating the property as Gier 
Park—“‘Now, therefore, be it resolved that 
the Board of Cemetery and Park Commis- 
sioners of said city of Lansing, in appreci- 
ation of the gift of Mrs. Coleman and in 
honored memory of her father, Burton S. 
Gier, for his many and important contri- 
butions to the Civic and Business Life of 
the City of Lansing, does hereby designate 
the name as Gier Park the area set aside 
for park and recreation purposes, lying 
west of north Larch Street, North of Gier 
Street and South of the North City Limits. 
“Unauote.”” 


The conversion of park lands to parking 
lots for business accomodations would be 
a grave mistake when our future attention 
is focused on more open land areas to pro- 
vide against business and residential con- 
gestion. More and more people and automo- 
biles and expanding businesses bring great 
business and political pressures which must 
be resisted and guarded against if we are 
to function as a responsible body to pre- 
serve park lands and represent all the 
people of the City of Lansing and keep 
faith with the donors, living and dead. 


The use of Park Lands for private busi- 
ness purposes should not be condoned by

Park Boards or City Officials at any level 
and should not permit the unauthorized 
use of Park Lands for business expansion 
especially in an area of growing Park 
needs. Youth and Land are our most pre- 
cious assets and should have all the protec- 
tion a responsible political body can give. 
Lansing has been fortunate to have had 
gifts of Land for Park purposes which 
should be perserved and protected for the 
purpose for which the gift was made. 


If Mr. Coomes problem is more parking 
and building area then his contemplated 
expansion can only mean a demand for 
still more parking area. He then should 
consider relocating at another location that 
will provide sufficient parking area and 
not rely on city Park Lands for customer 
parking. His building might be converted 
to a doctors and dentist office building or 
some other type of offi;ce use that would 
not require as much parking area. 


Examples of good and sufficient parking 
area for businesses of this type are the 
Sweden House, the Steinhaus, Bill Knapps 
and Eyers Steak House and the Red Rail 
and many others. 


Where parking is such an essential part 
of this type of business no operator should 
expect the City to relinquish park property 
for its private parking lot. The lack of 
proper planning for such a facility should 
not be the burden of City Park Lands. 
This encroachment should be rectified with- 
out delay.

Further recommended, 
that the city proceed to make application to 
the State of Michigan for two projects as 
listed in the plan. 


Acquisition and construction: 
1. Neighborhood Center on West Side. 


2. Construction of comprehensive Com- 
munity Center at Gier Park to be funded 
on 80-20 matching basis.

By the Committee of The Whole— 


WHEREAS, the existing or anticipated 
population density provides us with the 
basic reason for acquisition or retention 
of park sites, and 


WHEREAS, the neighborhood population 
surrounding Scott Park has dwindled be- 
cause of the growth of the General Motors 
industrial complex and other development 
changes, and 


WHEREAS, General Motors Oldsmobile 
Division has indicated a desire and willing- 
ness to purchase or exchange the play- 
ground portion of Seott Park for a more 
suitable parke site, same to be determined, 
and 


WHEREAS, study and records have 
proven this portion of the park is no longer 
needed for playground purposes, and 


WHEREAS, disposal of this portion 
would be in conformity with the Park 
Board’s Land Policy and in the public 
interest, 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that 
the Park Board recommend to the City 
Council and the Planning Board, provided 
the existing easements of sewer, water and 
electrical be respected, that the playground 
area, exclusive of the river bank, subject 
to retention of a minimum of 25 feet west 
from the top of the natural bank of the 
river, and subject to review and the de- 
scription being drawn by the Director of 
Public Service, be exchanged with General 
Motors for other land more suitable for 
park development, based on a value com- 
Mmensurate with the worth of said parcel, 
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with any difference being made in a cash 
settlement to be credited to the park ac- 
quisition account.

The Director reported his meeting with 
Lou Coomes’ at the request of the Buildings 
and Properties Committee of City Council. 


It was announced that the Lincoln Com- 
munity Center Board has voted to dissolve 
itself effective January 1, 1970, and that 
the Parks and Recreation Department has 
been requested to carry on its programs 
under the direction of the Recreation Divi- 
sion, 


Mr. Herbert Kipke announced the annual 
Christmas Dinner for Senior Citizens will 
be held Wednesday noon, December 17, at 
the Maple Grove Community Hall, and that 
all Board members are cordially invited.

BOARD OF APPEALS 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


Proceedings, November 13, 1969 


The meeting was called to order at 7:32 
P.M. by Chairman Houck. 


Present: Gaus, Houck, Kelley, McComb, 
Rendon, Taylor, Wendrow, Trierweiler—8. 


Absent: None. 


No. 1779 


Richard R. Sulpher, 3602 Marion Street, 
showed proposed plans to the Board on his 
petition to construct a 12 foot addition to 
the existing house which will reduce his 
rear yard to 19 feet, upon the premises 
known as 3602 Marion Street. This is 
contrary to Section 36-44 (2) of the Zoning 
Ordinance in the following particulars; 


Section 36-44 (2) requires a rear yard of 
30 feet. 


Mr. Sulpher stated that he has a small 
corner lot, and the addition is needed for 
a garage and family room. He has four 
children. 


Discussion ensued on the minimum size 
standards for corner Lots, as this lot is 
below the standard. The lot was platted 
and developed prior to annexation to the 
City of Lansing. 


Motion by McComb, seconded by Trier- 
weiler, that the petition be granted under 
Section 36-12 (6) of the Zoning Code. 
Based on testimony and evidence, the Board 
could not find where the proposed change 
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
